What if Dennis 
Carthaf5an his of all ſorts,and ſomethat were 
no Saints, but ſotts without due reſpe& to 
the God of glory * What if ſome orthodox 
divine ſhould not well confider from what 
wel-ſpring they received the waters of life, 
whom hee commendeth above meaſure 
withautthis regard, yet God forbid that this 
ſhould be paſſed over without juſt cenſure ? 
The fathers of our religion regiſtred for 
etcrnall memorieinſacred record,are of farre 
more deſert then all their ſacceffors: yet 
oughtitto beheld for a truth, even 1n them, 
oratiam invenere, non meriti merceacm, and 
ENSS FI CE SIEY EA BET, Ba TRE 
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of our authors of fingular foliditie, fulget 
n eccleſia non ſno, ſea Chriſti lumine. Rapt 
with zecale was hee, becauſe of the great op- 
poſition ofthe Gentiles in his time, as 1s ev1-

Gods ſpirit.. The morethis their acute poſt. 
tion is ſifted, the more brainceisfound in it. 
| The fineſt wits goa wooll-gathering ſome- 
times, asdid Plats, when hee would nor bee 
drawne from: this perſwaſion. of his, that 
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vice was notyoluntary, when itis well known 
to beecleane againſt divine truth teſtifying 
© every where, that it is willingly commit- 
ted, and with delight in the unregenerate, 
And had hee underſtood of the fall of our 
frſt parents, who fell willingly, hee would 
ealily have yeelded: Yea had hee conſidered 


the pleaſure'that is taken in finne breaking 


out of our corrupt nature, hee would never 
have maintained it. Thatof the Philoſopher 
reaſonto bee not only a lampe to guide the 
underſtanding, and a Queene to moderate 
the will, but attributingto it power perfely 
to governe it ſelfe, to ſceke afrer the beſt 
things, to avoide offence, is no leſle erroni- 
ous, whenin rruth it not only comprehen- 
deth not what true picty 15, but remaineth 
uncapable of many things incident ro this 
life. Whoſceth not thathumane reaſon ope- 
neth her mouth even againſt the * righteou(- 
neſſe of God it ſelfe invents ſome obloquie 
alwayes againſt his ſacredtruth 9 Grace hath 
need of nature, 5 her light and guidance 
cannot be denicd to be neceſlary: yet int diſ« 
cerning of things ſpirituall ſtarke blind, her 
ſcience darkneſſe. Let it bee granted, that it 
is exaR, and abſolute init ſelfe: yet in com- 
pariſon of that great luminary of divine 
graceitis as nothing: No humane reaſoncan 
reach unto that maine principle whereupon 
our Chriſtian faith dependerh,thatthe ſacred 
bookesarcthe oracles of God, Neither = 
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this bee ſo effeually proved by any other 
morivesand inducements neuer ſo ſtrong,and 
conſonant toreaſon, as by the teſtimony of 
the ſpirit, Allthe powers of naturall reaſon 
joyned with experience and ſcience are not 
available ro worke faith, are not able to ſee, 
much leſſeto feele what the ſpeciall grace of 
the holy Ghoſtis, cannot inlighten, for that 
on!y comes from Gods ſpirit, the underſtan- 
ding :andas for the donation of grace it con- 
Curres ſolely inthe ſtudy ofthe word of God 
accompanying no other ; and the gift of ſan- 
Aifcation is ſo peculiartoir, that it is appro- 
priated, and the proper paſſionthereof. Such 
atye goes withit, as with no ſcience befide, 
as to bebelieved whatis i contrary to com- 
monreaſon, and ſenſe it ſelfe, firſt to * be- 
leeve, afterward tolearne, and Chriſoſtome at« 
firming, no inquirie muſt bemade of it, but 
ſubſcriprion, and obediencetendered,! Aquz-

thus underſtood, thatthe lite of Infidels can- 
not bee without ſinne, when ſtnnes are not 
taken away without faith : whereunto he ad.

And as for the Fathers, they afhirme, that 
faith thereis the knowledge of Chriſtian li- 
bertic, which more particularly concernerh 
conſ{ctence}then generally to underſtand the 
ſame according to his ſence, whatſoever is 
without faith, that 1s without conſcience, is 
ſinne. Thetruthis, whatſoever we enter up- 
onunlawfully under the guilt of conſcience, 
and under the knowledge of the breach of 
Chriſtian liberty,is ftnne. And thereforethe 
law of God wricteninthe conſciences of the 
infidell Gentiles accuſeth them when they 
finne againſt ir, and convinceth them of 
tranigreſſion, Wherctore to grant — 

waat 
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what he defireth, that whatſoever is againſt 
conſcience, not whatſoeveris againſt Chri- 
ftian liberty, whichis the orthodox expofiti- 
on, is ſfinnc, he hath gained nothing. I reſolve 
the point then with * Origen, That I may * In Cap.r.ler; 
ſpeake briefly and boldly, all things whatſo- 
eycr men ſhall doe, cither in virginity, or ab- 
ſtinency, orin the chaſtity of the body, or in 
the diſtribution of their goods they doeallin 
vaine, if they ſhallnor doeitin faith. For all 
ſeverity, all juſtice, which any man ſhall uſe 
without a true inward faith, hee uſcthittono 
purpoſe : it ſhall nothing profic him in the 
day of perdirion, nothing helpe him in the 
day of wrath. Thus farre of differences ina 
triplicity. Now in a duplicity ſome few 
more which ſtand betweene the Chriſtian 
and Ethaick. ;

riſhed wich hunger. Commileration toward 
theſe was accounted no vertue, but humane 
paſſion. Plato himſelfe knew not what chari- 
ty meant.  Deformed children by the law 
of Romnlus wereexpoled, and ſtifled. Yedires 
Pollio * ted Lampreyes with the bodyes of his 
{laves,they were ſet ypon the Theater with 
naked ſwords to flay one another, for to 
make paſtime tothe people : no, more regard 
thereforethad they to them then to brute 
beaſts. Intheir politicall government they 
never ſpeake of them. _Alexanaer Severus 
2 poelie, Oxod tibi fieri now vs,alterine fece- 
715;{ecmes to belearned from Chriſt, becauſe 
never put in practiſe among rhe Gentiles; 
herein Chriſtian princes and people exceed 
them. For they ere& Hoſpitals for them, 
and Kings have their Almoniers. Paynim re- 
ligion fills men with pride, pet{wades thar 
naturally yertuous: Chriſtian abats pride of 
heart, and ſhewesthar naturally wee are fin. 
full. Paynims perſwade to revenge, Chriſti- 
ans to patience: yet ſo, that in the cauſe of 
holy religion they might ſhew themſelves 
magnanimous. Ir is falſe therefore, whichis 
> objected, that perſwaſion to patience breeds 
.pufillanimivy. For who more valorous in un- 
dertaking the defence of a right cauſe, then 
A braham, Toſhus, David, and in after times 

then Conftantinus the great, thetwo Theodoſij, 

Inſtinias, They, which were guided by m— 
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rulcs of Ethichk "hiloſophie, cared nor to 
beinwardly vertuous, as may appeareby the 
cxamplcsof thoſc of greateſt reputation for 
vcrtue among the Romans, 2s Of Ceſ1r, Pow. 
pey, Cicere, and even of Cato of Ftica him- 
{cltc: for his heart no leffe then theirs was 
{ore{wolne with anaſpiring defire devoide of 
humilitic, and conſcionable comportment. 
Bur fuch as followed the precepts of Chriſtie 
an philoſophie, ſaught not outwardly onely, 
butto to adorne their hearts, and conſ{ciences 
with vyertues, as in truth they might beſt 
pleaſe God. NumaPompilius ceremonics were 
diſayouchedby Quinte Petilius, & hereupon 
1t was refolved by the decree of the Senate, 
that his bookes touching the ſame ſhould be 
publikely burnt,as damageable to the Roman 
comon-wealth. Nevertrulyatfeced councell 
did diſallow the Chriſtian taith : the Do&ors 
ofthe Chriſtian Church have confuted the 
Heathens out of their own< books, which no 
man could the Chriſtians our of ſacred books, 
None ofthe ſacred bookes have at any time 
been loſt: but the Goths being enemiesto all 
good letters, makingirruprions intoGau/e,Ita- 
Zie,Spain, burnt as many books of rhe ancient 
Paynims, asthey could find. EZrhnichs them. 
ſelves confeſſe the rrath of the Scriptures, as 
Trebellins * Pollio that Moſes was familiar 
with God, Corxelizs Tacitus though calum- 
niating the 7ewifh religion, yer acknowledg- 
ig, that the King of Zgypr made the He-

brewes departout 'of his countrey for many 
maladies wherewiththe Egyptians were infe- 
&ed : not denying that Chriſt was put to 
death in thetimeof Tiberizs by Ponting Pilat 
his Lieutenant in 1u4e4. Moreover hee, and 
Suetonius ſpeaking of Yeſpaſian ſay, That it 
was a conſtant opinion through all the Eaſt 
countries, that from 7«4x4 ſhould come the 
Ruler of the world. The antiquity of Chri- 
ſtian religion is above the Papas, For there 
wasno Greeke or Latiz author, but was after 
Aoſes, who writ his bookes many hundred 
yeares before Homer, Bersſus, Hefiod, Mane- 
then, Metafthenes,and whoſoeyer belide.Em- 
pedoctes and Piato maintaine, contrary to O= 
ther heathen Philoſophers, that the world 
had a beginning:yet by lean reaſons,and not 
of that ſolidity as doChriſtians. TheGentiles 
aſpired intheir mindes to * erernitie inſome 
ſort which may be ſcene in their worthy as 
co keepe their names in perpetuall memorie,, 
ſome reaſons they had, which leadrhemto it, 
as that God being juſt would not equally 
dealewith the good and b:ad-: and from the

Ourauthor un- 
dertaketh the refining the pureſt, and moſt 
profitable peece of philoſophie, which is 
morality, confuteth what is oppoſite, pitch- 
eth eftſoones upon this very argument, put-

He wasnottherefore moved with what- 
ſoeverrevilements, for that a conſcious acknowledg- 
ment of his other good workes did abound in his 
meditations, Therefore hee which is ſoone moved 
with injury, while he would ſhew that hee hath nor 
deſerved it, maketh himſelfe ſeeme worthy of con- 
tumelie;W herefore he is better that contemneth in- 
Jury,then he that grieveth,and groancth under it, For 
he which contemneth it, as if hee felt it not, diſdai- 
nethart it : but he whichgrieverth thereat is ſo wrung, 
and wrath with it, as if he felt ſome wnſupportable

an exaggerating of ourvices. It is a matter of no 

ſmall importance to mitigate anger : yea of no leſſe 
then not tobe moved atall. The one belongs to us, 
the other is of a naturall inſtint, Thoſe harmeleſſe 

motions are inchildren, who are moreready to ſhew 

kindneſſe, then bitternefſe. And if ehildren bee 

ſoone moved to indignation betweene themſelves, 

yet they are cafily pactfied, and their love refle- 

Qeth backe backe upon each other with greater 

{weetnefſe. They are utterly to ſeeke how to 

deale ſubtily, and craftily one with another, By no 

meanes contemne not yee theſe children of whom he 

faith, i Except ye be converted, and become as little 

children ye pts enter into the kingdome of heaven, 
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Therefore alſo the Lord himſelfethat is the vertue, 
and power of God, as a childe, when hee was k ye. 
niled, hee reviled not againe ; when hee was ſmitten,

forget injuries, thou wiltnot cxcrciſe malice, that ſo 
all things may proceed fromthee in the greateſt in- 
nocency. Contider not what 1s rendred by others, 
keepe thou thy place, preſerve thou the limplicity, 
and purity of thine owne hcart, An{wer thou not 
theangry manaccording to his anger, nor the unwiſe 
man according to his indiſcretion ; One fault quickly 
provoketh another, If thou (trikeſt rwo flints toge- 
ther, doth not fire breake forth ? The Gentiles re- 
port as they are wont, in the highelt (tile to com- 
mend their owne vertues, the faying of e711 as 
the Tarentize Philoſopher to his ſervant keeping 
tus farme, which was, O chow unhappy fellow, how 
world I puntſh thee were I not angry ? Abigael by 
her humble, and worthy deprecation pacifhed, and 
revoked David, and his army ( and how much har- 
der a thing is it to forbeare Words then blowes ) rea- 
dy prepared, and exccedingly incenſed to revenge 
the wrongs of Nava/ ? Whence wee ovlerve, that 
wee ought not only to yeeld to ſuch interceſſtons, as 
come in feaſonably in the nicke of our attempts, but 
tobe delighted in them with gladneſfle of heart, But 
for feare was he delighted with her interpoſition, 
thathe bleſſedit, and was forthwith called back from 
his bloudy deſigne, he 1 faid of his encmies, rhey 
bave brought intquit 'y #pon: mee, and furwuſly hatred 
mee, yetbeing thus turmoiled will yec heare what 
bee refolved, O.® that I had wings like a dove, 
then would 1 flie away and reft, His encmies Pro- 
voked him to wrath, hee ſought tobe at reſt ; when

Eorit cannot poſſibly bee, but that wee ſhould bee 
moved withthe indigniry of things ; otherwiſe it is 
indeed no vertue, but too much ſlackneſſe,and remiſ- 
neſſe. Bee axgrytherefore,ſo that yee abftaine fron 
ſinne, or ſoif yee bee angry, ſinne not, but overcome 
anger with reaſon : truly thus if yee be angry, be an- 
gry with your ſelves, becauſe yee havebeene moved, 
and yee ſhall notfinne,. Forhe whuch is angry with 
himſclfe, becauſehe hath beene ſo quickly ſtirred up 
to indignation, he deſiſteth to bee angry with ano- 


| ther. He that would have it appeare, and be appro- 


vedof by the world, that his anger 1s jult, is the 
more inflamed therewith, and thereby through the 
heate of his ſpirit falleth the ſooner to tranſgreſſe. 
Hee « better therefore according to Salomon, * that 
conteineth his anger, then hee p. wennerh 4a City, 


becauſe anger alſo deceiveth the ſtrong, Wherefore 


- wee oughtto take heed, leſt wee firlt fall into per- 


turbations before reaſon compoſe our mindes. For 
the molt part, cither anger or griefe, or the feare of 
death doth diſcourage the mind, and appalethit with 
an unexpected ſtroke. Therefore the beſt way is by 
due conſideration, which may exerciſe the mind by 
well weighing of the conſequents of things, to pre- 
vent, that it be not diſturbed with ſudden motions, 
but being reſtrained, and ſubdued with the raines, 
and yoke of reaſon, it may bee made traRtable and

A diſcourſe 
alſo of the dortrine of faith, of the rule of contincn- 
cic, of the diiquiſition of juſtice, of an exhortation 
concerning diligence, not one alwayes, but ſuch as

= Oncerning the forme and manner of 
ſpeaking, I ſuppoſe Ihave treated ſuf- 
ficiently ; now let us conſider what be- 
longethto a well ordered-life, Herein 
"= three things are to bee obſerved, one 
thatthere bee notrelutancy betweene the appetite 
andreaſon. For, inthisalone eur dutyes are made 
an{\erable tothat which is comely. For if our ap- 
pctite doe obey reaſon, that which is ſeemely m all 
dutics may be preſcrved, 2: Another is,that we doc 
notundertake any matter with greater, or lefle care 
then ts requiſite, or being ſmall wee doe not make 
much gaines about ir, or being great, wee dve not in- 
tervalew tin our diligence. 3.The third is concet- 
ning the moderating of our ſtndies and labours. 
Concerning alſo the order of things, and opportun1- 
ty of times, wee mult nqtlightly paſſe by them, but 
deale therein efteually ; Butthart 1s the firſt thing, 
and the foundation of all, that the appetite obey rea- 
ſon, The ſecond andthethird confiſting of induſtry 
arethe ſame, that is, moderation in both, in the one 
reſpectively tothe imployment, in the other to the 
order and time. The place of the bountifull dealing 
of God toward the torme of the perſon of man, 
whichis accounted his beauty : anda contemplation 
of dignity lycth vacant here with us. The order of 
things, and opportunity of timesnow followeth, In 
reſpe& whereof weeare to diſcuſſe three queſtions 
all tothis one head, whether we may truly tcach that

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done in that fulnefſe and perfettion as is required ? 
Firſt ofall therefore eAbraham himſelfe the father 
ofthe faithfull being informed and inſtruted about 
the mylterie of future ſucceſlion, and commanded ro 
depart ont of his owne * countrey and kinred; and 
from his fathers houſe, was hee not boand in afteti« 
on through the multiplicity of his acquaintance, 
friends and affinity : yet notwithſtanding did hee not 
bring his appetite under the obedicnce,and command 
of reaſon? For whom would not the favour and 
affeRion of countrey,kinred, and of his ownehouſe 
delight? Even himtherefore did the tweetneſſe of 
theſe ſometimes mallific, but ſothat the conliderati. 
on of the heavenly power, and remuneration eter- 
nall moved more, did hee not conſider his wife to be 
weake for the undertaking of labour, tender for the 


. bearing of injuries, comely to provoke the inſolent, 


and not to bee conducted forth without great: dan- 
ger? andyetdid hee not upon better conſideration 
chooſe to prevent the Lords purpoſe by ſuch excu- 
ſes, and pretences? Moreover, when he wentdown 
into Egyp', hee admoniſhed her that ſhee ſhoald 
ſay that Þ ſhee was his ſiſter, and not. his wife, 
Marke of how great force his appetite was? Hee 
feared his wives — he feared his owne ſafety, 
hee ſuſpe&edrthe inordinate lults of the Egyprians : 
yet reaſon led him out ro doe that devotion, For he 
conſideredthat hee being under the favour of God, 
hee might be ſafer whereſoever hee was : but the - 
Lord being diſpleaſed, hee would bee in ſafety no 
where, nonotin his ewne houſe. Reaſon therefore 
overcamehis appetite, and made him obedient. His 
nephew being taken by the enemy hee wasnot terri- 
fied, neither was hee troubled with the many ar- 
micsof ſo many and mighty Kings, but renewedthe 


warres, and when he had enjoyed the © vicory re- 
fuſed part of the ſpoyles, which hee himſelfe had 


recovered, 
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recovered. In the promiſed ſeed hee reſpeted net 
the deadneſſe of his owne body, nor of his wives 
wombe, and that hee was now almolt an hundred 
yeares old, yet beyond the uſc, and helpe of nature 
hceblefſed God, Obſerve how all things doe ac- 
cord tothe point, His appetite was not defettive, 
but ſtrugled, and ſtrived with him for the dominion, 
but was fupprefied. He was of a right judgement 
in the managing of affaires, hee was able to cltimate 
things truly, and to diſcerne betweene thoſe of im- 
portance, and of leſle conſequence. In his buſineſle 
hce uſed moderation, and due order, tooke the op- 
portunity of time for cvery ation, and in his words 
he kept weight and meaſure. For faith, hee was the 
firſt, and is for juſtice, the chiefelt in battell, valiant 
in 4 vitory, not greedy of gaine, in his houſe hoſpi- 
rall, roward his © ſpoule ſpecially and truly reſpe- 
five. His holy nephew Jacob uikewiſe delighting 
himſclfe i piety, likedto live at home in holy ſecu- 
rity under the wings of his godly parents, but his 
mother was delfirous hee ſhould ' {ojJourne abroad 
thereby to give Way to his brothers wrath, Her whol- 
{ome coun{ell overcame his appettte of ſecuring him- 
{clfe there, and made hun trie his hazard elſe-where; 
And ſobecame he an exul from his home, and place 
of birth, and an alient from his parents : Yet where- 
{vever and whatfoever hee was, hee negleRed not 
convenient meaſure, and opportunity in his affaires, 
hee was received home to bis parents, That the one 
draw thereuntoby the fulneſle of dayes might give 


him thebleſling of obedience, the other might hang the ſpirit to the fleſh, 


over him in her pious affetion ; Hee was preferre 
before his brother , even in his owne judgemenr, 


when hce yeelded him food for the ſatisfaction of 


his immoderate appetite , delighted was hee with 
food according tonatnre, but condeſcended accor- 
ding to picty to what was ſought after. A faithfull

Therein how did 
hee humble himſalfe, how conſtant was hee ina ver- 
tuous courſe, impriſonment how pliant and gentle, 
how wiſein interpretation, moderate in authority, 
providetitin time of plenty, juſt intime of famine, | 
ordering andcontriving all his affaires with commen- | 
dation ? how in his wi{dome did hee diſpence with 
the times untill fitteſt opportunity might bee taken 
for the execution of his office of juſtice, and untill 
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tues following wanting in- theſe men ? Prudence 
bath the firſt place, and confiſteth in ſearching out 


of the truth, and conteyneth in it this property to in- 


fuſe adeſire to attaine daily- a greater meaſure of 
knowledge, The ſecond place bath juſtice, which 
rendreth to.every one his owne, doth not challenge 
that which pertainethto another, negleReth its own 
proper profit to preferre common equity, Thetlurd, 
fortitude which both in afaires of war for the great- 
neſle of an high and noble courage ,and alſoat home, 
and againe in the ſtrength of the body doth beare 
away the praiſe.

For hee is jult 
which neither ſparcth himſelfe, nor ſuffereth his ſe- 
cret fires to lye hid. See how juſt Abraham was, 
in his old age, hee received a ſonne by promile, the 
Lord requiring him againe, hee denyed him not for a 
facrifiee, though hus only ſonne. 

Obſerve here all the foure Carainall vertaes, even 
inthis one deed. It was the part of wiſdome to be- 
leeve, neither topreferre the love of his tonne be- 
fore his precept that commanded him againe for a 
ſacrifice tohimſelfe. It was juftice to render againe 
what he had received. It was fortitude to reltraine, 
and ſuppreſſe his appetite, and afteton, and to give 
place toreaſon, His father brought him to God for 
a ſacrifice, but appointed thereunto, queſtioned how 
this mightbee, there being no oblation in light, here- 
in was his fathers affe&ion tryed, but not overcome, 
The ſonne repeated againe and againe, the appellati- 
on of a father,and therby did prick the bowels of his 
fatherly compaſſion, but yet did not diminith his ho- 
ly devotion. His temperance is no lefle to bee com- 
mended ; For in this renowned action hec kept him- 
ſclfe withinthe limit of piety, and due order, not

profit; As food, astheir couches, whereby they may 
defend themſelves from dangers, ſhowres, the Sun 
which is part of wiſdome. Adde hereunto that all 


kindes of living creatures by a naturall inftint flocke 


. together, firſt tothoſcof their ownc kind, then next 
' tothoſe of another kind, as wee 1ce kine with their 


heards, horſes with their droves,cſpecially like with 
theirhke tobe delighted. Staggesalſorto be joyned 
with Stagges, and for the moſt part with men, Now 
concerning the deſire of procreation, and of-ſpring, 
as alſo the love of generation, what ſhall I ſay? for 
inthis there is aſpeciall forme of juſtice, Itis mani- 
felt therefore both theſe, and other vertues to have 
a ncere affinity betweene them, For both fortitude, 
which either in warre doth preſerve our countrey 
fromthe Barbarians, orat home doth defend the 
weake, or our feHlowes from robbers 1s full of ju- 
ſtice ; and to know with what counſcll it may defend 
and helpe, totake alſo the opportunity of time, and ' 
place, itisthe part of prudence, and modelty ; and 
temperance it ſelfe without prudence cannot under- 
ſtand whatthe meane is, cannot know what oppor- 
tuaty is ; andtogive according to meaſure belong- 
cthto juſtice. And in all theſc Imity 1s ne- 
ceſlryand acenaine forticude ofthe minde,andfor

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the moſt part of the body, that every one may ful- 
fill and accompliſh that he defircth.

ry, which is made voide by authority ofthe Goſpel, 
For the Scripture willeth thatthe Spirit of the Sonne 
of manbeinus, whichcame to conferre grace, not 
toinferre injury, Moreover, they thought ſuch to 
beethe forme of jultice, that every one ſhould e. 
lteeme of things common, thatis, publike, as pub- 
like, and of things private as his oWne. Neither is 
this according to nature ; For-nature doth poure out 
all things toall menin common, For ſo God com- 
mandedall things to be ingendred,that the feeding of 
carth mightbee common to all, andtherefore there 
might bea certaine common poſſeſſion of all. Nature 
therefore hathingendred a common ufurpation, and

have learned of our writers allthingsto bee ſubjeR 
to man, and for that cauſc thought they were created 
for mans ſake ; wee find alſoin the bookes of /Zofes, 
man to beecreated for the ſake of man, as when the 
Lord ſaith © «t #5 207 good for man to bee alone, let 
 s make him a helper like to himſelfe; wherefore a 
womanis given to a man fora helpe, that ſhee might 
bring forth children, that man might bee an helpe ro 
man. Moreover before the woman was formed, it 
was faid 4 of cAaamthat there was fonnd no helpe 
meete for him. For man could have no helpe, but of 
man. For of allthe living creatures there was none 


like man, and that wee may ſpeake abſolutely, there 


was no helpe found mecte for hin. Therefore the 
woman-kind was expededtobce an helper, where- 
foreaccording tothe will of God, or the conjunction 
of nature we ought mutually to bee an helpe one to 
another, to ſtrive in dutics, and as it were to placeall 


commoditics inthe middeſt, and that I may uſe the 


wordof the Scripture to bring helpe one to another ; 
citherby care or duty, or money, or labours, or ſome 
way that thcerace, and favour of ſocicty might bee 

inccaſcd

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increaſed betweene us, neither either of us might bee 
revoked from his office, no not for the terrour of 
danger, but cach of us mightaccountall as his owne, 
as well adverlity, as proſperity, Furthermore holy 
Aoſes feared nottoundertake grievous warres for 
the people, and of-ſpring of his progenitors, Net1- 
ther feared hee the (trengrh of that potent Kang, nei- 
ther feares he the fierceneſſe of his barbarous cruelty, 
but negleed his owne fafety, that hee might bring 
liberty to the people, Great therefore is the ſplendor 
of juſtice, which being borne rather for others, then 
for her ſ{elfe doth helpe our community, and ſociety 
doth hold her highneſle that ſhee may make all things 
ſubject to her, that ſhee may bring ayde to others, 
may beſtow money, may deny no duties, may under- 
take dangerous attempts for others ; who would nog 
delire to hold this-towre of vertue, unlcfle avarice 
asa chicfe obſtacle did weaken, bend, and bring 
downe the vigour of ſogreat a vertue ? For while 
wee delire toincreaſle riches, heape together money, 
occupie lands with their poſſeſſions, to bee eminent 
in wealth,wee put off the forme of Juſtice, and looſe 
the name of ſhewing kindnefle, and bounty, to all 
withoutreſpe&t, For how can he be juſt which ſtu- 
dieth to deprive another that he may enrich himſelfe? 
The deſire alſo of power doth cffeminate the manly 
forme of juſtice. For how can hee intervene for 
others which doth indevour to make others ſubjet 
to himſclfe, and how can he ayde him that is weake 
againſt the mighty, whichdoth humſelfe affeRt power 
that is grieveusto liberty ?

' ſothat if aplace,or day of battellbe 
eppointed with the cnemy, .it is held to bee egainſt 
Jultice, to prevent, or intercept the ſame. For there 
is a great difference, whether one bee taken priſoner 
in ſome ſore fight, and conflict, or upon ſome former 
extended grace, or by ſome accident, or chance, For 
a ſharper revenge 15 repaid upon ſharper, and more 
bitter enemies, and upon truce-breakers, and upon 
them which have more grievouſly hurt : as for cx- 
ample upon the * Meidiantes, who by their wo- 
men had cauſed moſt of the people of the Iewes to 
{in whereby the anger of God WAS poured O0HE againſt 
the b fathers axdelders of the peopleand theretore it 
came to paſſe that Afoſes overcomming them 
would ſufer none of them to © remaine; But the 
Gibeonites, Which by deceipt, rather than by warre, 
crept inamong the people, 4 79/4 did not utterly 
deſtroy, but kept them as a puniſhment of their {ub- 
tilty, under ſervile, and baſe conditions, Eſp

nough to doe well in outward performance, unleſſc 
that doe proceed out of a good fountaine that 1s out 
of ag00d will ; For God lowvetha © cheerefull giver, 
For if thou dolt it unwillingly whatreward1s there? 
Whence the Apoſtle ſpeaking generally , 1f 7 ave 
b ir wiltingly 1 ſhall have my reward, if againſt ”y 
will the dijpenſation 1s committed to mee, In the 
Goſpell likewiſe wee have many inſtructions for jult 
liberality. Itis a molt commendable thing therefore 
to bee willing to doe well, and to give with that 
inind to profit, not to hurt, For if thou thinke thou 
oughte(t to extend thy contribution to a luxurious 
perſon forthe maintenance of hisriotouſneſle, or to 
an adulterer to nouriſh him in his (inne, there can bee 
no beneficence there, where there 1s no benevolence, 
For that is not to profit, but to hurt another, it thou 
give to him that conſpircth againſt his countrie, that 
delirethupon thy colt to gather together the wicked, 
which may iumpugne the Church. This 1snot libera- 
lity to bee allowed of, if thou helpe him which de- 
crecs with heavy rebukes againſt the widow and the 
fathclefle, or doth attempt to deprivethem forcibly 
of their poſſeſſions. That bounty 1s not to bec ap- 
proved, if whatis givento one is wrelted from ang- 
ther, if thou get it unjuſtly, andthinke it ought Juſt- 
ly to bee diſpenſed : unlefſe perhaps, as © Zachers 
did, thoureltore to him fotrefold' whom thou haſt 
defrauded, and thou recompence tte faults of the 
daycsof thy Paganiſme with the ſtudy of true reli- 
gion, and worke of a beleever, Let thy liberality 
therefore have agood foundation, This is firſt re- 
quired that thou contribute to the cauſe of the Goſ- 
pell in faith, that thou uſe no impoſture in thy oblati- 
ons,that thou ſay not, thou betowelt more 4 when 
thou beſtoweltleſſe. For whatſhould need ſuch re- 
proote ? therc is fraud in thy promiſe, it is in thy

But he would others to beware by their example, 
leſt theyrunning into like oftence might periſh with 
them, Neither 1s it perfet liberality if thou-contri.

ſecret thoughts of his children, then the loud voices 
of all others. Doſt thou feare the ſcourg of the tongue, 
and doſt thou not fearethe ſcourge ot blood ? blood 
alſo hath its voice whereby it crycth to God, as it 
cried in eAbel, Another having his skin ® pul-

friends, to the citizens, ycazif it may bee to all men: 
notwithſtanding o, that he ſuffer not himſelfe neither 
to flatter, nor to bee flattered. For the one of theſc 
is ſubtilty,the other vanity. Let no man deſpiſe the 
judgement of any man, eſpecially what the .beſt at- 
feacd conceive of him, For by this meanes helear- 
nethto bring due reverence to the good, whom to 
pegle& is arrogancy, ordiſſolutencſle : of whichtwo 
; Nc 
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one proceeds from pride, the other from : negleA, 
Lethim alſo that will bee of comecly carriage take 
heedto the motions of his mind. For hee mult be 
clrcumſ{pet,andbearea watchfull eye over his owne 
wayes, both in ſhunning what evill may bec againſt 
him, as alſo in may what may make for his 
owne ſafety, For there be certaine motions, among 
the which there is that appetite, which breaketh 
forth after a violent manner, where in Greeke it is 
called 5pwy, becauſe it ſuddenly Alyeth out with much 
force, falt, and farre increaſcth,and ſpreadeth abroad, 
Inthcſe motions the powervef the mind, and of na- 
tureare not of meane ſtrength; which notwithſtan- 
ding are double : ſome placed inthe appetite, ſome 
inthercaſon, which able part may bridlethe appetite, 
and makeit abſequious to her, may lead it whither 
ſhee will, and by anofficious dominion may teach it 
what ought to be done, what to bee avoided, that 
thus obedience may bee yeclded to fo good a Mi- 
ſtreſſe. For wee ought to be ſollicitous,and vigilant, 
that wee doe nothing raſhly, and without care, or 
ought atall, whereof wee are not able to render a 
rofitable reaſon. Forthe cauſe of our ation, how- 
> itbe not rendredto of all men : yetit is exami- 
ned of all men, Neither have wee truly whercin 
wee may cxcuſe our ſclves. For althoughthere be 
a certains power of nature in every appetitc, not= 
withſtanding in the law of nature it ſelfc, the ſame 
appetite is ſubje&ro reaſon, and it doth likewiſe 
obey theſame. Wherefore it. is the part of a good 
watchman, ſoto forecaſt in his mind, that appetite 
doth neither runne before, neither forſake reaſon x 
leſt in running before, it moleſt her, ſo that ſhee be 
excluded, and againe leſt in forſaking her, there be a 
failing, Molcltation taketh away conſtancy, failing 
diicoverethidleneſſe, accuſcth of lazinefſe. Forthe 


Bund being troubled the appetite felleth greater, 


ſpreadeth. 
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foreadethour longer and wider, andin its unbridled 


and impetuous race receiveth not the raine of rea. 
ſon, ncither fecleth any, either hand, or curbe of the 
rider to guide, andrefſtraine it, W hence it common- 
ly happeneth, not only while the mind is troubled, 
end turmoiled, thatreaſon 1s ſhaken off, and loſt, bye 
alſo the countenance inflamed, cither with anger or 
luſt, doth waxe palc with feare, doth not containe jt 
ſelfe withinthebounds of moderate pleafure, bur jg 
taken with ſo mnch delight, and ſolace, asjs in. 
credible. Theſcthings being ſo, that cenſure, and

One oaer whom the wicked inſult, 
whom they daily rayle vpen, vexe, and diſturbe, 
Theſe becauſe they cannot have 1wltice, are con- 
founded with ſhame, ſorely perplexed with priefe. 
Liketo theſe are very many of my ranke,and of my 
caate. For if any offer me iniury a weak &,filly man, 
though I be weake, and vnable ro beareit : yet per- 
adventure, I may pardon the offence committed a- 
eainlt me, I1f any crime be laiedto my charge, I 
am no ſuch perſon, that I can content my {ſeife with 
the ſatisfaction of mine own coſctence,atbeit I know 
my ſelfe free from the crime 'obic&ed, bur I muſt, 
neither can I forbeare,being a frail ma, waſh awaythe 
{pot of infamy caſt ypon my 1ngenuous, & honeli d1{- 
polition, Thereforel require an *® eye for an eye,and 
a tooth for a tooth, and repay them home reproach 
for reproach. But if I be but a proficient 1n holy re- 
ligion, though 7 bee not growne to perfection, I 
retort not againe, howſocver reviled, the leaſt con= 
tumelie, and if they grow in vpon me,and load mee

nacent diſcipline, But ,of chaſtity what ſhall I fay, 
when one copulation only, and not that which is re- 
peated againe, and.renewed, 1s- permitted ?

were of ancientule : whereas the ſacrifice was de- 
ferred for a certaine ſpace of dayes, and the people 
which were to come to the facritice for their more 
pure acceſſe, were made to containe from their 
h wives as wee reade inthe old Teſtament, 'anddid

much morethen ought it to bee in the exhibition of 


the truth ? Learne O prieſt, and Levire, what is ta 
waſh thy garments, that thou maiſt bring a cleane ko- 
dy, when thou adminiſtreſt-the Sacraments.

| @ ing the ſelfe ſame, And forthat cauſe 
he who would open the kingdome ofhcavento all, 
did not ſeek what was profitable for himſelfe, but 
what was profitable for all men. Therefore Wee 
mult likewiſe derive a certaine order, and degres 
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molt eminent, and of excellent note, that out of 


more ſpecialtics we may the better collect, what 1s 
the progreſic, and proceeding of this onc of vtulity. 
And tirlt we ſhall know thatthere is nothing ſo pro- 
titable as to be loved,nuthing {o vnprofitable as ntto 
be loved. For tobe hated, I hold to þ<c a deadly 
and capitall euill, and much worſe then death it 
ſolfe. Wherefore let vs doe this, that we ſecke 
with all ſedulity to maintaine our credite, and good 
opinion, and tirit that vpon the mecknes of our di{- 
poſton, and gentlenefle of mind, we wiſely wind 
our ſelues into the afteftions of men. For good- 
neſſe is popular, and acceptable to all, and there 1s 
nothing that doth more caſily flippe,and 1n a pious 
manner morereadily inimuatoit felfe into kumane 
ſenſes, This if it be holpen with manſuetude of 
tranicrs, factlivic of mind, moderation of commands, 
afabilitie of ſpeech, withthe duc weight of words, 
and a patient commutation of them,where there ſee-

uſe, money is diminiſhed, quickly faileth, leavetrh 
deſtitute the bountifull minded: fo that by how much 
more thy aftection 1s to beltow upon many, by fo 
muchleſle ſhall thy power be to helpe a leſſer 
© number, and often [tand in nced of that, which 
thouthoughteſtto contribute to others, But the col.

[E375 whereof is principally to be kept by 
Dr the minitery, thatthey of that cal- 
ling difpencenot, nor difribute by way of oſtentatt- 
on, but of juſtice, No where ſhall one find more 
eagerneſle in their over-greedy delires, then here a- 
mong this ſort of 3 people, The ſtout, and ſturdy 
umpudently intrade themſelves, having no other 
cauſe tocrave analmes, then that they may wander 
from place to place, in a lawleſſe, loofe, and licentt- 
ous kind of liverty ; and what is that they ſo much 
ſecke, and labour for, but to deprive the puore of 
their appointed food, to ſucke away by ſubtilty, and 
vidlence, that provition orgained only for them? 
neither contented with a little they covet for more,

ſent away altogether a and that the livelihood

He that is ſhut up in cloſe priſon, let him be remem- 
bred of thee in thy eompallton, let }1mthat 1s diſea- 
ſed ſmite thy mind, and attecions, with gricfe to-

Nei- 
ther is this a matter newly come up, 
but which is worſe, long (ince hath this vice 2 in- 
creaſed inthe mindes of men, For when the great 
city of er:cho had fallen downe at the ſound of the 
trumpets, and /e/anah had injoycd the vitory, hee 
underſtoodthe Þ ſtrength of the peopleto be wea= 
kened by covetouſneſſe, and the delire of gold. For 
when Achan had taken of the ſpoyles of the city 
© 4 goodly Babiloniſh veſturegtwo hunared 4 ſhekgls 
of flver, and a wedge of gold, and was convented 
before the Lord for his tryall, hee could not deny but 
diſcloſed the theft, Covetouſneſſe therefore is an 
old finne, which began with the Oracles of the di- 
vinelaw : yea for the ſuppreſſing of it the law of 
God wasgiven, For through avarice Ba/akthought 
Balaam might bebrought to curſe Gods people, and 
unlefle the Lord had expreſly © forbidden him to 
forbeare, he had prevailed with him. Throughava- 
rice Achancauſeda * ſlaughter of the people, and 
was 8 ſtoned to death, and Þ conſumed with fire 
with all that hee had, 19/p4h, that obtained of the 
Lordtoſtay the Sunne in the fhrmament, could not 
ltay the creeping in of this evill. Ar his voyce the 
Sunne ſtood (till ; ſee the force of the prayer of the 
righteous, but avarice Rood not (till.

' roaring lion with his hands, brake the new well- 
twiſted k cords , and ſevenfold greeneſt withs, as 
ſtubbte, with the jaw bone of an aſſe ſizwa | thou- 
ſand men, pulled up, and carried away the m pates 
and poſys of the chiefe fenced city upsn his ſhoulders 
unto the top of 4 montutaine, now bowing downe hts 
necke, as an oxe to the {langhter, pon the n knees 
of a woman,and ſuftring the ornament of his invinci- 
ble lockes tobe ſhaven off, loſt at oncethe high pre- 
rogative cf his impregnable vertue, Money filled 
thelappe of a woman, and the man loſt his grace, 
Deadly is the blow, mortall the wound of avarice,

For by the colla- 
tion of the rich ( which had beene done by the weal- 
thy among the forreiners through the exchange of 
moneys for graine ) tohelpethe needy, to admuniſter 
food tothe hungry, and to ſuffer none to want,is ſuch 
honeſty, and decency asnone can bee greater. The 
tillers of the fields to haverctained their places;thoſe 
borac in the countric not to have becne removed,and 
rooted out, had beene ſo much benefit for the pub- 
licke good asnothing more, W herefore whatis ho- 
neſt is profitable, and what 1s profitable is likewiſe 
honeft. Contrariwiſe, what is unprofitable is unde- 
cnt, and what is andecentis unprofitable.

honour before welfare, the worſe preſent, and ſoone 
periſhing caſe, and _ before ever-living, never 
dying honeſty. But *f the approbation divine was 
for them, who judged honeſty to exccll utility : and 
the ſentence of condemnation againſt them, who 
whenthey were laied both rogether ro make choice

baſe advantage toſerue his delights ? Forhethat 
reproveth another ofa fault, ought himſelfe to bee 
free from the ſame. I will not therefore fetch in 
ſuch trifles within the compaſle of the ecclefiaſticall 
cenſure,which wholy condemneth all luſting after 
filthy lucre, and in a compendious frame of ſpeech, 
cen{ureth ſeverely whatſoever light and loſe dea- 
ling. Wherefore what ſhall I ſay of him,who vp 
on that teſtament, though coyncd and framed by a- 
nother man,which he knowes to be falſe,challengeth 
to himſelfe an inheritance or legacy, and maketh 
gaine of another mans wickedneſſe, when eventhe 
publike lawes bind him over as guilty,who witting- 
ly makes uſe of another mans falſchood ? But the 
rule of juſtice is cleare for it, that it becommeth

Being 
convinced of hypocriiic fell he not * dead? It was 
laiwfull for him to have oftered ( roGod ) no part at 
all, and this he might have done without deceit, 
But becauſe be mingled deceit with his pious devo- 
tion, thongh he were a benefator tothe Church, yet 
reaped he not the praiſe of liberality, butthe penaltic 
of perfidiouſneſle. Our Lordin the Goſpellrenoun= 
ced the crafty Scribe, who hoping to get ſome 
worldly advancement, ſoughtto curry favour with 
him, with this rebuke, rhe foxes have 8 holes. 
Cornmanding us thereby in ſimplicity of heart, and 
Innocency to have our converſation. Davsdlikewiſe 
meeting withthe malitious ſubtilty of » D oeg tels 
him, that hee catterh with his rongee like a razor : 
intimating that thisinſtrumentlauncing.the feſtering 
{oredeeply, and dexteroully ſerveth for cure, but 
finiſtrouſly abuſed bringeth a deadly woundto cover 
it : If any one therfore pretends friendſhip,and plots 
treachery againlt him, even to betray him to death, 
whoin he ought to preſerve, under this. compariſon 
ofa razor,whereby ſome drunken <©/cx/aprzs with 
his ſhivering hand launceth where hee oughtnot, is 
wellreſembled. For as he through the (trength of 
wine hath accuſtomed todoe : fo Deg through the 
lees of malitionsdeſpight, conceiveth mifchiefe, con-

the point. They have three tractates concerning the 
faults of houſes to bee ſold : whether namely, they 
ought to be kept from the knowledge of the buier, 
or laied open : this man thinkes not good to cover, no 
not ſo much, as the ſecret frailties of his owne 
danghter.

We need not doubthkewiſe of much more 
honeſty in this man, thenin them, becauſe thereis no 
compariſon tobe made betweenethe cauſe of match- 
ing a daughter, and the matter of commerce for mo- 
ney. Let us further conſider another thing, which 
being done inthe time of our fathers captivity, bare 
the prime beauty of honeſty, For honeſty 1s hinde- 
redby no adverſity, but therein 1s more illuſtrious, 
thenin proſperity. In the middeſt of bonds, wea- 
pons, flames, ſervitude ( which to free men is more 
grievous then all puniſhment ) amidit tormentors, 
the ruins of their countrie, the dreadfull terror of the 
living, where ſuch tragedies were ated, amidft 
the wofull beholding the ! bloud of the Naine, the 
' care of honeſty wasnot interrupted : but, when their 
manſions were converted into aſhes, ſhined forth 
moſt glorioully in their affeFions., Their ſtudy was 
not tobury their gold, nor hide their (ilver, thereby 
toreſerve it for their poſterity ; bur in their extrea- 
meſt calamity they had an eye tothe ſafegard of their 
honeſty, This was in price with them,together with 
their holy religion, and therefore for the preſeryati- 
on hereof, whenthey were to goe into Per/za, they 
hid the ſacred fire in ſecret, ® and ſolitary place,

Thus then, which 1s to be admired,at the ſin obſcy.- 
red before with clouds ſuddenlybreaking forth with 
his bright beames,agreat fire was kindled to the ex- 
ceeding ioy of themall, Nehemias*prayed,the prieſts 
ſung an hymne to God,ſo far forth vatill the ſacrifice 
was conſumed : Which comming to the cares of the 
King of Per/ia,he built a temple,there,& many gifts 
were dedicated toit--It had theappellation of Neph. 
he, which is purification,and of Eparhar given it by 
Nehemias. Itis foundinthe deſcriptions of [cremy 
_ coinmanding the polterities to take of this fires 
This is the fire that fell vpon, and conſumed oe 
ſes © (acritice, with this fire the ſacrifice ought to be 
ſantified,hereupon the ſonnes of eLaron bringing 
ſtrange fire were Þ devoured, The tabernacle, the 
arke, and altar of incenſe, were layed vp alſo 
by Teremy, and the doore ſtopped vp, But 
this when ſome of them neare him more curtouſ- 
ly ſearched, that they might haue noted they could 
not find, which whea he perccived he told them to 
this ef:;that the place ſhouldnot be knowne untill 
Gol ſhould gather againe his people, and _— 
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ſhould be ſhewed them : then ſhould the Lord de- 
clare theſethings, then ſhould his glory 9 appeare. 
W eunderſtand whenthe Congregation of the peo- 
plc ſhould be, we acknowledge the fame to bee the 
propitiation of our Lord God, which hee the prop1- 
tiatour in his owne perſon hath wrought by his paſſt- 
on. How can we be ignorant of this fire, when WCe 
readethat the Lord Iefus did baptize with the holy 
Ghoſt; and with * fire? The ſacritice was rightly 
conſumed, and brought to nothing, becauſe it Was 
for the utter aboliſhing of ſinne- That fire was the 
type of the holy Ghoſt, which was to deſcend aftcr 
the aſcention, purging ſinnes, inflaming the mindes, 
and hearts of the faithfull, Whence * Jeremy his 
word was in my heart, as a burning fire ſhutup 1n my 
bones. I was weary of forbearing, and I conld not 
tay, Whence fell the holy Ghoſt upon the © Apo- 
tles, and upon the relt, waiting tor the promite 
of the Lordin the ſimilitnde of cloven tongues like 
to fire, and whence was the elevation of the ſpirits 
of them that ſpake diverlity of languages, that they 
were thought for their nimbleneſle, and finency 
therein, tobe filled with new wine, But what may 
this import, that the fire was made water,and againe, 
that the water ſtirred up fire, butthe {pirituall grace 
burneth by fire, and by water cleanſeth our {innes ? 
For finne ts both waſhed, and burned away, Hence
